Local Man at 
1898 Siege 
of Manila 

With the Japanese crisis draw¬ 
ing to a climax, Capt. E. G. Ev¬ 
erett said August 13 meant more 
to him this year than it had in 
some time. “It was 47 years ago, 
said the Captain, “that we took 
the city of Manila. It seems 
only yesterday that we were 
standing in the slime up to our 
armpits taking orders from Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, father of the 
present Gen. MacArthur.” The j 
13th Minnesota regiment, in which ■ 
Capt. Everett served, suffered i 
more casualties in killed and 
wounded than any regiment that 
took part in the siege. Com. 

1 George Dewey had taken the bay 
of Manila the first of May, and 
it was not until August 13 that 
the Army went ashore. Capt. 
Everett said that the men landed 
from the battleship on flat boats 
and as they went under the 
bridge each man grabbed the 
girders and swung himself up to 
meet enemy fire. "It seems just 
like yesterday.” said Capt. Ev¬ 
erett. The men suffered from the | 
same diseases as they have en -1 
-countered in the present war. Capt. • 
Evrettt came out of the cam- j 
paign weighing 97 pounds, typhoid I 
fever followed malaria. Scores; 
■of men succumbed to pneumonia j 
when they returned to the cold 
of Minnesota, denleted in strength 
from tropical afflictions.

Education of Children 

Section 16111 of the California 
Education Code provides that no 
State-owned college, university or 
other school shall charge any tui¬ 
tion or incidental fee to any child 
of any veteran of the United 
States military service who has 
a service-connected disability and 
whose annual income both from 
earnings and from governmental 
compensation does not exceed 
$1800. Such waiver of tuition 
and fees does not apply to non¬ 
resident students. 

Dependents’ Education 

Educational opportunities for 
children of veterans who were 
killed In action or died as a result 
of war service since December 7, 
1941, may be provided by the 
Veterans' Welfare Board. A de¬ 
pendent child of such a veteran 
to receive aid must be over the 
age of 16 years and not more 
than 21 years of age, and must 
have lived in California for five 
years immediately preceding the 
date tinon which the application 
is filed. For students of colle¬ 
giate, junior college, business and 
trade-school rank, not more than 
125 a month may be provided. 
For students of high-school rank, 
the amount mav not exceed $15 
a month. Application for educa¬ 
tional aid should be made on Ed¬ 
ucational Form No. 2.

The Sierra Madre Chapter of 
the American Red Cross has just 
received 1000 yards of bleached 
broadcloth which is to be made 
into garments for the people of 
the war-torn Philippines, Miss 
Jean Woodward, chairman of the 
Production Corps, announced to¬ 
day. 

More volunteers are needed to 
cut and sew the clothing accord¬ 
ing to patterns approved by the 
Philippine Relief Committee, Miss 
Woodward stated. Garments will 
include boys’ shorts and pants, 
infants’ shirts, girls' and women's 
blouses and women’s dresses. They 
will be distributed through the 
Red Cross Civilian War Relief in 
the Philippines. 

The plight of the suffering peo¬ 
ple of the Philippines after almost 
t.hrfe years of suppression under 
the Japanese—three years of pri¬ 
vation and hunger and struggle 
to survive—is known to us all 
since the return of Gen. MacAr- 
thur's forces to the islands last 
fall. Following upon the heels of 
battle the destitute Filipinos 
straggled down out of the hills 
and out of the jungles; many lost 
everything they still possessed in 
the flames of ravaged Manila and 
in the battle areas of Leyte and 
Luzon. Hungry, homeless, ragged, 
they swarmed into the liberated 
areas by the thousands. Little 
bovs and girls dressed in rags 
and shreds of clothing wandered 
through the streets. Men and 
women wearing their only re¬ 
maining tattered garments poked 
through the black mins of Manila 
seeking whatever might be left 
of their possessions.

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Mrs. America Saves 
Sugar Like This 

Mrs. America saves sugar like 
this: For instance, fresh fruits 
can be served for dessert, without 
using sugar. The syrup from 
canned fruit may be saved and 
used to sweeten other fruits, 
sauces and desserts. Honey may 
replace sugar in baked goods. 
These are only a few of the many 
ways that Mrs. America may use 
her ingenuity in conserving sugar. 

And remember that fruits do 
not need sugar in canning to keep 
them from spoiling. The jars 
may be filled with juice or water 
instead of the usual sugar syrup. 
Fruits which are best suited to 
home canning without sweetening 
are peaches, apples, apricots and 
cherries. Home-canned fruits and 
vegetables are vitally necessary 
to help stretch the supDly of com¬ 
mercially canned foods through 
next winter. For variety, whv 
not try drying such fruits as 
peaches, apricots, pears, plums, 
prunes, apples, berries, cherries, 
figs and grapes. Drying makes 
the most of the natural sugar in 
fully ripe fruit. The fruit may 
be dried on trays in gas or elec¬ 
tric ovens or in home dehydrators. 
In sunny climates, fruits may be 
sun-dried. 

The latest word on sugar sup¬ 
plies from the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture is that less will be avail¬ 
able the last half of this year 
than we had during the first six 
months. Every housewife should 
do her utmost to co-operate in 
conserving her quota. Sugar from 
her regular supply can be saved 
for home canning in many ways.

A touch of 
modernity is lent to all this by 
our knowledge that Petrarch him¬ 
self was not backward in exerting 
his own influence in certain pow¬ 
erful quarters to help him to at¬ 
tain that honor for himself. He 
desired glory, he knew that he 
merited the recognition, he went 
after it, and fame yielded him the 
place he sought. “The ancient

lar, one would be ashamed to 
quarrel with French logic! It was 
June and the train was hot, but 
I see by my journal that a freak¬ 
ish streak of industry induced me 
to get out my French grammar 
and go through the entire conju¬ 
gation of the verb “avoir.” But 
much greater was the momen¬ 
tary “lift” I felt when our train 
slowed up a moment at Tarascon 
and I thought of Tartarin, that 
would-be big-game hunter, adven- 
eurer, and selfbooster in Daudet’s 
humorous story, “Tartarin of 
Tarascon.” 

Avignon today is a prosperous, 
quietly busy city of some 60,000, 
with parks, shady streets, and , 
gardens, many comfortable cafes 
—a city of oil and wine, and of j 
apparently little poverty. This at j 
least was my first impression as j 
I rode beneath an arch of plane j 
trees to the Grand Hotel, a small, i 
modest, but most comfortable 
place—one of those cozy nests for 
legal advocates and commercial 
travelers, containing every physi¬ 
cal comfort, which French pro- ; 
vincial towns know so well how 1 
to furnish and bedizen with a 
kind of conscious allure. In my 
comfortable room I found two 
large French windows with shut¬ 
ters and heavy, gay chintz cur¬ 
tains. There was a marble-top 
table, overstuffed chair of ample 
dimensions, a large closed ward¬ 
robe, an excellent wide bed and 
perfect mattress, beside which 
stood a little cabinet of compart¬ 
ments for personal comforts and 
topped by a reading lamp. Be¬ 
hind a prettv screen in a corner 
was the washstand with running 
water and other accessories of a 
French bathroom. Nothing had 
been left out, and for all this one 
was charged only 25 francs—“in¬ 
clusive,” which meant that break¬ 
fast was included! Yes, cafe au 
lait, brioche (those delicious rolls 
rich with eggs and butter), and 
marmalade or honev—a surpris¬ 
ingly satisfying breakfast. 

Although Avignon is as much 
"alive” today as any American 
city of equal size, its unique glory 
lies in its solendid and colorful 
past, esneciailv during those 67 
vears, from 1309 to 1376, when 
the seat of the Papacy was in 
Avignon instead of Rome.
